I was born in my grandmother's house in Salt Lake City and raised in Murray, Utah. I attended Murray 
Junior and Senior High Schools. I began working in the fields for Namba's when I was 12 years old. I 
used to ride my bike from west Murray to the fields which were located at 9th east and Van Winkle 
Expressway. I began working at the Safeway Bread Plant when I was 17 and continued until the Utah 
operations closed down. I then worked for Wonder Bread for 15 years, retiring in 2003. All in all, I 
worked 44 years in a bakery. 

I began my metal detecting career about 1991, scanning parks and schools with a cheap Bounty Hunter. 
Within a couple of years I wanted something better and bought a Compass machine. About a year later I 
met Jeral Smith and bought my first Minelab. I eventually became partners with Jeral for a couple of 
years in the J & J Metal Detectors shop. I really became interested in historical finds about 1995 and in 
March of 1996,1 had my first and best find - a 1916-D Mercury dime. 

I had several good finds in 1996, including a token from the Midsummer Carnival which was held to 
celebrate Utah becoming a state in 1896. Other good finds include a California Sheriff's badge, 1834 One 
cent, 1826 V 2 cent piece, a security badge and watch fobs. I also have found a Corinne, Utah token, 
Thompson token, a 1905 Murray dog tag, and a 1864 Civil War token from Ft. Wayne, Indiana. 

My current metal detector is a Minelab Explorer. To date, I have found 82 Indian head pennies, 4808 
Wheat pennies, 2 three cent nickels, 8 shield nickels, 52 V nickels, 106 Buffalo nickels, 128 silver 
Jefferson nickels, 4 V 2 dimes, 3 seated dimes, 37 Barber dimes, 278 Mercury dimes, 231 Roosevelt silver 
dimes, 7 Barber quarters, 8 Standing Liberty quarters, 58 silver Washington quarters, 2 Barber half 
dollars, 7 Walking Liberty half dollars, 7 Franklin half dollars, 17 silver Kennedy half dollars, 4 Morgan 
dollars, 3 Peace dollars, and 1 Eisenhower dollar.
